Planting and Pruning Roses 


Written by J. B. Spencer for Ontario 
Horticultural Association 

Tine roses in abundant quantity re- 
quire a sunny positicn and a good 
garden soil. What are known as Hy- 
brid Tea roses give the most contin- 
uous bloom throughout the summer, 
while the Hybrid Perpeiuals, which 
are somewhat hardier and stronger 
growing, give heavier crops at the! 
end of June and early July and some- 
times again in September. Every 
garden should have some climbing | 
roses, of which there are many varie- 


ties. The Baby Ramblers, the kind 
one usually sees in pots at the Easter 
season, is growing in popularity for 
ritrden planting. 

April cr May is the best time to 
plant. This should be carefully done, ; 
giving plenty of room to the roots, | 
which should be carefully spread out! 
in a hole dug sufliciently deep to al-!
